One hundred and four students 
graduated midterm, Jan. 28. This 
was a decrease from previous years.

In addition to those courses, a 
person needed 13 credits of 
electives, bringing the total to 34.

Math students find calculators useful in class 


The technical age has reached PHS 
classrooms. Calculators are becoming 
more and more popular. Many students 
have found them helpful in their math 
work. 

Faster and easier arithmatic was the 
reason students used calculators. Sandy 
Hunt, sophomore, commented “It’s easier 
to do math on a calculator and it 
saves time.” Exponent, fraction, and 
square root problems, or problems with 
large numbers were made easier with the 
use of a calculator. “To keep from 
Finding the square root of 1,048,675” 
was senior Cheryl Pierce’s reason 
for using a calculator. Sherry Davis, 


sophomore, used her calculator “to 
make sure answers are right.” 

However, in some math classes, such 
as Geometry, a calculator helped very 
little. “How can you do a proof on a 
calculator?” asked Kathy Wilkie, 
sophomore. 

One might think that using a 
calculator all day would make a student 
lazy. But many students 
felt that a calculator didn’t make them 
dependent on machines to do their math 
work. Sophomore Nancy Wielgus explained, 
“As long as I understand what I’m doing, 

I don’t become lazy.” 

Most teachers allowed calculators 


to be used in class. However, some 
didn’t allow them to be used on tests. 
Mr. Robert Kerns, math teacher, 
explained he did not allow calculators 
to be used “on test situations when it 
gives the students with calculators an 
advantage over students without them.”

With the help of Mr. Robert Brown, shop 
department head, and Mr. Floyd Johnson, 
assistant principal, the ramp was put 
into F-4, Foods I classroom, late in 
February. “It raises her up five inches 
so she can reach the counters,” 
explained Mrs. Blaney. However, Rita 
still needed help from the other 
students in class to reach the upper 
cabinets. Rita explained, “They (foods 
students) treat me just like everyone 
else.”

The course emphasized object and figure drawing. 
Students used pens, brushes, inks, silk screening, 
and graphite lithography in doing their projects. 
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Printing raffle tickets for the school system was 
one of senior Kevin Brutout's responsibilities in 
printing class. During the year, students explored 
the different aspects of various types of printing. 
Composition and press operation were also stressed. 

Working on his guitar is sophomore Darrin 
Hayes. Wood shop students were allowed to choose 
their own projects. Projects covered the selection 
of wood and working with it to reach the finished 
product. Cabinet design was also emphasized.

Three years of Mechanical 
drawing was offered to allow students to master the 
skills of this course.

Students learned to 
use various types of power woodworking equipment. 
There was an additional expense depending on the 
projects that students picked. 
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Skills introduced in eight industrial classes 


Students who preferred not to take 
three hours of vocational shop could 
take one-hour industrial arts classes. 

Unlike the vocational classes, the 
industrial arts classes do not teach a 
student to master a skill, but introduce 
him to the different aspects of a 
certain skill. Mr. Robert Brown, shop 
department head, explained, “All shop 
classes required the ability to follow 
instructions, plan work and be able to 
work with others.” 

Eight shop classes were offered to 
students. Among the classes was 
Mechanical Drawing, which was designed 
to be taken for three years. The first 
year was spent on basics of line weight, 
measurements, projection and views. The 
second year course covered machine and 


architectural drawing. During the third 
year, students became familiar with 
building materials, construction 
principles and terminology. Another 
requirement during the third year was to 
draw a complete set of house plans or 
machine drawings. Seniors who were 
interested in an engineering career were 
able to take Mechanical Drawing IV, a 
semester course which acquainted pupils 
with the basics of mechanical drawing. 
Half of the time was spent in lecture 
and half doing lab work. 

Another class set up to be taken more 
than one year was Woodwork. In both 
Woodwork and Advanced Woodwork, 
students chose their own projects. The first 
year project emphasized selection of 
wood and how to work with it. The 


advanced project focused on cabinet 
design, construction and finishing. 
“Making different projects was what I 
liked best about it (woodshop),” 
commented junior Scott Nobles. 

Included in Electricity was an 
introduction to electronics. Students 
who were interested in gaining a deeper 
knowledge in running assigned tests on 
circuits could go on to Electronics 
after taking Electricity. Mark 
Jennings, junior, commented that 
he liked “learning the 
way devices use electricity.” 

Other classes available were Printing, 
Machine Shop and Power Mechanics. 
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Vocational shop develops mastery; 
classes limited to only 20 pupils 


Three-hour vocational classes are 
always in great demand, but there is not 
always enough room for all the students 
who apply for these classes. Out of 21 1 
students who took the required aptitude 
and basic abilities test, only 168 were 
selected. The seven vocational classes 
offered were limited to 20 students. 

Mr. Robert Brown, shop department 
head, explained vocational classes were 
designed to “train a student and give 
him background to get hired into the 
trade of his choice.” 

All vocational shop classes were set 
up in two-year programs to enable the 
student to develop his skill and 
possibly help him to start a career for 
himself. One example of this is 
Vocational Building Trades. In this 
course, the student’s level of ability 
and skill should have reached the point 
where he could enter into one of the 
building trades as an apprentice. 

Skills such as concrete and mason work, 
carpentry, plumbing, painting, 
electricity and insulation were learned 
through building a house. Students 
completed a three-bedroom ranch styled 
home in Castle Estates subdivision in 
the spring of ’79. 

Another place to learn job skills 
was Vocational Machine Shop. Besides 
machine tools, blueprint reading and 
precision measuring were emphasized. 
These mechanical skills enabled a 
student to compete for higher jobs. 

In addition to these courses, 

Vocational Welding focused on preparing 
a student for employment. Students 
developed their skills by learning to 


weld various kinds of metal. Students 
also gained skills in electric and 
oxyacetyline cutting. 

Among the other shop classes offered 
was Auto Mechanics, which was in the 
greatest demand, according to Mr. Brown. 
The basic workings of an automobile were 
taught by covering textbook material and 
developing practical experience. 

Mr. John Pennington, auto body 
teacher, knew how to make a class 
interesting, commented Gina Naymon, 
junior. Gina, along with the other 19 
students in vocational auto body, 
focused on painting, gas welding, metal 
stretching and shrinking and patching. 
Estimating job costs was also one of 
their responsibilities. 

Vocational printing classes printed 
many of the raffle tickets, forms and 
booklets used by the school system. 
Printing students studied offset 
printing under actual production 
situations, along with learning the 
operation of many other types of 
printing. “It really isn’t like a 
class; it’s more like a non-paying job,” 
commented senior Kevin Brutout. Kevin 
explained he took Vocational Printing 
in hopes that he could get a good 
position in the printing industry. 

Included in the vocational program 
was a class which met at the Power Tech 
Building near Grissom Middle School. 
Vocational Diesel was designed to 
introduce students to the functions of 
the diesel engine. One of their 
projects this year was building a diesel 
dune buggy. Last year students built a 
diesel wrecker. 
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Tuning up a car are juniors Marty Bradford and Mike 
C lem in Vocational Auto Mechanics. For safety 
reasons, students were required to wear goggles and 
overalls. During the year, the basic workings of a 
car were covered in textbook and practical work. 

Measuring roofing material for the house that the 
Vocational Building Trades built is David Krenkel, 
senior. Students built the home from the ground up, 
doing all of the constrution work themselves. 

The house was finished in spring of '79 

Ramfy Lindsey, junior, practices up on his welding 
skills. In Vocational Welding, students mastered the 
basics of several types of welding. After learning 
the required skills, students should have been able 
to obtain employment in this field.

After completing this class, students were given 
a better opportunity to obtain a job.

Vocational 
Auto Body students worked on cars from start to 
finish, including metal patching and conditioning, 
and painting. 
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Mrs. Shelly Ruckman, business teacher, demonstrates

Cheryl Lynn, Denise LaFrance and Jill Hagerty 
observe. Several other office machines were used. 

Lisa Long, junior, uses an adding machine in 
Office Procedures and Business Machines. During 
the year, students also learn filing, mailing and 
interview procedures, banking services, duplicating 
methods, and working relationships. 
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Seniors become aware of business problems 



The problems of business became 
apparent in Business Principles and 
Management, a semester course open to 
seniors. “I wish the class was longer 
so we could learn more,” commented 
Leslie Cunningham, senior. The course 
was four semesters last year but was 
shortened because Mr. Dave Koval, 
business teacher, felt the material 
could be covered in a shorter time. 

This course was designed to help 
students understand how a small business 
operates and to “gain a better 
understanding of the problems a 
businessman faces in everyday business 
transaction,” explained Mr. Koval. 

To enter the course, a recommendation 
from a business teacher and a B grade 
average were required. 

Class time was spent discussing such 
topics as financing, marketing, pricing, 
advertising, legal services available to 
businesses, and the cost of starting a 
business. 

An area banker, an accountant, and a 
lawyer visited the class during the 
semester. These guest speakers helped 
make the students aware of how a 
business operates and gave them an 
opportunity to ask questions. 

During the semester each student 
spent an entire day with an area 
businessman. Every student was given 
a chance to experience daily business 
operations first hand. 

Once a month students read business 
articles and gave oral reports in class 
to keep up on business news. Senior 
Tracey Talley commented, “1 think this 
course would help anybody who is 
interested in starting a business.” 


Practicing her shorthand is Penny Fox, junior. 
Students were required to master shorthand theory 
and brief forms. At the end of the year, students 
were able to transcribe with 95 per cent accuracy. 

A minimum of 60 words was the goal for each 
student. 

Seniors Andy Mcllamarg and Scott Fagan work on 
writing computer programs during their two hour 
computer education class.

Those students who were elected to 
Student Council were given the 
responsibility of “representing their 
classes in leadership capacity and 
deciding what is best for the school,” 
said Mr. Ronald Hancock, student 
council sponsor. 

Three dances and Homecoming were 
among the projects Student Council 
sponsored. They also prepared and 
organized Career Day for which 50 
speakers were asked to come and talk to 
PHS students Apr. 19. An accountant, 
mortician and social worker were a few 
of the speakers. 

Once a student has a career in mind, 
the management of that career is an 
important process. Thats where the 
economics course come in. Mr. Michael 
Lemond, economic teacher, explained that 
his course was designed to “help 
students become better consumers.” The 
class did projects on stock markets, 
budgets, checkbooks and both federal and 
state income taxes. Students will use 
the information gained in the class 
after high school, but, according to Ed 
Darnell, senior, “It was okay to learn 
about the taxes but I wouldn’t want to 
do it all the time.” 

Like economics, government classes 
learned the problems of an everyday 
society. The class discussed 
controversial subjects such as gun 
control and death penalties. Students 
also talked about their “overall view of 
the political system and each students 
role in it,” according to Mr. Lemond.

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DITCHING: popular alternative to class 


Of the students that responded to a 
phone survey, 76 per cent 
had ditched a class. Only 24 
per cent had never “skipped” a class. 
Ten per cent of the student body 
was surveyed, but less than half were 
able to respond. Names were 
randomly selected from the class 
lists. Students were interviewed over 
the phone by Journalism I students. 

Students said they became tired of 
sitting in boring classes and by the 
time last hour classes rolled around, 
many students left school. Survey 
results showed that seventh or eighth 
hour was the favorite time to take off. 
Close behind the afternoon classes were 
fourth and fifth hours, "fhe reason for 
the high absentee rate in these two 
hours, according to students, was 
access to two lunch periods. 

Most students ditched when they 



could afford to miss a class and easily 
make up the work. When asked, “Have 
you ever ditched to avoid taking a 
test?”, only 32 per cent replied “yes”. 

If someone ditches so that he doesn’t 
have to take a test, he just has to 
stay after school to make it up, which 
defeats the idea of ditching. 

Forty-seven per cent of the students 
were sophomores when they ditched for 
the first time. Students commented 
that it was easier to get by with 
ditching in the high school than in the 
junior highs because of the over 
abundance of students in the high 
school. Keeping track of them was a 
difficult task. Also, the sophomores 
learned a few tricks from older 
peers. These tricks must work, because 
55 per cent of the people who ditched 
were never caught. 

Those who were caught got 


suspension, placement in 
study hall, or parent notification. 

Ditching students did a variety of 
things — went shopping, went over to a 
friend’s house, went to the beach, drove 
around, sat in the library, sat in the 
gym, ate, watched TV, slept, roamed the 
halls, partied, went to work, or just 
goofed around. 

Whenever a student was not in a class, 
Mr. Maurice Tolbert, the attendance 
officer, talked to him and asked where 
he was. Here are a few of the favorite 
responses: “I was there; the teacher 
just didn’t see me”, “1 ditched”, “I 
went home, but forgot to sign out”, 
or “I had car trouble”. 

When asked, “Why did you ditch?”, 
students variously replied: “to avoid 
class”, “wasn’t done with my homework”, 
“hated school”, “better things to do”, 
or “I wanted two lunch hours”.

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Disco ties in best of rock music, dance style 


Disco Dance Club, a new club that just started 
last year, brought students together to hate 
some fun and to learn the latest disco steps.

Disco dancing has become a great 
sensation for the younger generation. 

Starting out the disco craze was 
John Travolta in “Saturday Night Fever.”. 
Since that movie came out, it has had a 
big influence on disco dancing and the 
people who do it. 

The hustle is the biggest dance 
pastime to sweek the country since the 
twist. Maybe it’s because it combines 
the best of both worlds — rock music with 
a moveable beat and a style of dancing 
that allows people to do something 
together . . . touch. The line dances 
also indicate a return to togetherness, 
where everyone does the same thing 
instead of his own thing. 

The Hustle originated in New York’s 
discotheques, and every club created its 
own variations. 

The L.A. Hustle is a line 
dance like the Bus Stop. Any number of 
people can do it; just join the line-up 
and synchronize your movements with the 
rest of the chorus line. 

Line dances are choreographed 
movements and are done in sequences. 

Each time you complete the sequence the 
line changes direction by making a 


quarter turn. 

Don’t be confused by the flashy 
look of those slick hustlers you may 
have seen dancing ... the turns, spins, 
and breaks are all embellishments that 
can be improvised once you master the 
basic footwork and timing. 

L.A. Hustle (Line Dance) 

PHASE I: 

Beginning with your feet together, take 
three steps backward, then 3 steps 
forward. 

Count 1 step back RF 

Count 2 step back LF 

Count 3 step back RF 

County 4 touch LF to RF 

Count 5 step FWD LF 

Count 6 step FWD RF 

Count 7 step FWD LF 

Count 8 touch RF to LF 

Repeat entire pattern 8 more counts. 

PHASE II: 

Begin moving towards the right. 

Count 1 step to R side with RF 
Count 2 cross LF in front of RF 
Count 3 step to R side with RF 
Count 4 touch LF to L side, now move 
left, reversing the feet and following 
the same pattern. 

Count 1 step L with LF 
Count 2 cross L with RF 


Count 3 step L with LF

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School buses, just part of daily school routine 



Busing was just another part of 
the daily school routine for sophomores. 
Buses arrived in the morning at 
approximately 7:30, and left at 2:45. 

The cost of a school bus is 
approximately $18,000. The buses 
require 2,500 gallons of gas a week, 
with the price amounting to $1,475 
a week. 

Vandalism is a main problem 
for bus drivers. Mr. Edward Ingram, 
supervisor of transportation for the 
Portage school system, stated, 
“Vandalism is a major problem. Cut-up 
seats are terrible. When a student 
damages a seat, it costs $35 to fix 
it.” Mr. Ingram also emphasized that 
“the state law says that the school 
system may transport students, but 
it does not have to.” There are not 
enough people to watch every student 
on each bus. Some students have a 
longer time to spend on the bus than 
others. A twenty-minute ride, with 
rowdy students is usually the cause 
for such vandalism. 

Buses enter and leate the parking lot 
176 days a year. The bus ride to and 
from the school was just a part of the 
daily routine for most 
students.

New rules were added to PHS this 
year. A committee of 15 teachers, plus 
the school board, proposed restrictions 
because of a lack of discipline at 
school. Among affected privileges 
was the use of a smoking area on 
school property before school. After 
a ten-week ban of morning smoking, the 
privilege was returned to students 
Nov. 6 at a new location outside of 
the concession stand.

Another problem the committee saw 
was the excessive number of tardies to 
class.

The biggest part of our school day 
was the curricular program. Sophomore 
Jim Keen confided, “They’ve got a good 
selection of classes. Anything you 
could possibly be you can study for.”
